In the amendment filed on 8/9/04, claim 89 has been amended to include the limitaitons of method for 'selecting the capture array. ..' 

(i.e., screening method), which is different from the originally elected and examined method of making an array. And further in the 

parent case 08/794,85 1, 'methods of making array* are separated from the 'methods of screening', thus it is improper to bring in the 

limitations which were restricted in the parent case into the elected and examined 'methods of forming an array.' 

Applicants are requested to remove the non-elected subject matter from the instantly examined method claims.
